Laws Passed Through Uomen'ii 
Early Klfortti. 

it was gratifying to those wlio hii^ird 
Hon. Stanley F. Keed speak at the 
court house .Monday, December 11', to 
lear nthat tho laws of Kentucky con- 
corning women are so wel labreasi of 
the host modern thought. But is was 
both intoresting and Just that Miss 
Hilda Threlkeld ahould hare reminded 
this geaeraUon of women how much 
of thia righetona legialaUon la due to 
the nnreqnltted toll of the women who 
confpoaed the Kentooky Banal Rights 
Association While these -advanced 
laws were passed after the Kentucky 
Equal lilghts Association arganized In 
1888, had spent time, effort and money 
in educating public opinion. 

They found one the statute books a 
law that permitted a husband to col- 
lect his wife's wages. Prom the Gen- 
eral Assembly of 1890 they secured a 
law which made a wife's wages pay 
able only to heraelf. 

At that too, a wife did not have ti 
sign a ohattol mortgage, and If her 
liusband were In sufficient need of 
money to buy drink, he could mort- 
;<age the sewing machine with which 
she eame dthe family living or their 
cooking store or their bed to satisfy 
his thirst. 

From the (.■onstitutlonal conv. ntii;:. 
In 1890 they secured a provision in 
the Constitution empowering the Gen- 
eral Assembly to regulate school elec- 
tions and to extend school suffrage to 
women by a aection providing for such 
elections aeparatoly. 

They found Kentucky the only sin e 
that did not permit a 'married woman 
to make a will. From the General As- 
sembly of 1892-92 they secured a law 
giving a married woman the right to 
make a will and control her real 
estate. 

They found that marriage gave to 
the husband all the wife's personal 
property which could be reduced to 
possession, and the use of all her real 
estate owned at the time or acquired 
by her after marriage, with power : o 
rent the same for not more than throi 
yeara at a time and receWee the ren; 

They found that the common larw ri 
courteay and dower prevailed whero- 
hy on the death of the wife, the hus- 
band inherited absolutely all person- 
alty not theretofore reduced to pos- 
session, and when there were children 
a life interest in all her real estate; 
while the wife when there were child 
ren, inherited one-third of her hus- 
band's personalty and a life interest 
in one-third of his real aatate possess- 
ed during marriage. 

From the General Aiiambly of l^iM 
they aaonrod the enaotment of the 
present righteous hnilted and wife 
law, the main featnrea (4 which were 
given by the speaker on Monday. 

When the agitation for this change 
in the law was being made, the type of 
woman who now says: "The laws of 
Kentucky are good enough for me" 
(through she would not perhaps wIkIi 
to be examined on what the laws arc) 
then said quite Indignantly: "If I can 
trust him with myself, I can trust him 
with my property." Aad thIa at a time 
when a Mason county girl of gentle 
rearing, married to a man in a differ-

iiilo it restrains a selfish, unjust tyr- 
nt. laws are made to reatraln evll- 
icers not Just persons.

nent In 1882. Our own act was rather 
Into, "the chivalrous Kentucklan de- 
tiring to protect his wife by his own 
goo drlgUt arm and fair mind rather 
than the cvertaln writ," until the K. 



j K. R. A. reminded him that not even 
{nil Kentucklans were chivalrous. The 

\ time was ripe One session defeated 
the bill; but at the next It was rc- 

j drafted and presented by Ui i]rfseiita- 
tive Rosel Welsslnger of Luuiaville. It 
was accepted and became a taw March 

15, 1894. 

.Vote the fact however that property 
held prior to 1894 by persons mar- 
ried prior to that date Is held under 
the old law and not aubjeot to th< 
proviiiona of the Aoto o( 1894. Thus 
many a woman who had hoped under 
the new law to have a little tnw use 
of her own property was disapplonted. 

The husband, who is a safe business 
man. no doubt In the majority of in- 
stances still manages his wife's prop- 
erty, with perfect harmony and satl.s- 
fartlon to both. WTilie the woman who 
lias the misfortune to have a husband 
who can not manage safely his own 
Inheritance or earnings, may use pre- 
cautlim to see that h odoea not reduce 
them both to utter want by bad man- 
agement of he( property atao.

Ask liiiunrdon Against Damage 
Suits anil Adjnsllng Commissioner. 

Threats oi' damage suits by persons 
losing freight In the sinking of the 
steamer Chilo on November 17 caused 
the Cincinnati, Pomeroy and Charles- 
ton Packet Company, owner of the 
lioat Tuesday to apply to the United 
State Court for the benefit of the lim^ 
ited lUbiltty law. By that act damages 
that can be recovered are limited not 
to exceed the amount realized from 
f'alvaging the wreck. Tlie ronipany 
tii\y^ that for the Thllo lliat amount 
will be not more tlian $r.i"i. iiinl for 
the freight saved it will lir luit more 
than $250. 

The company say.s the sinking of 
the Chilo was due solely to Ihc un- 
usual eddy and strong current pre- 
vailing at Dam 86 at the time the 
boat attempted to land there to de- 
liver government freight, and tbat the 
accident was without fault or neglect 
of the officers and crew of the Chilo. 
The court Is ssked to Issue Its in- 
junction against the bringing of dam- 
age suits and to name a coinmi.'fstoner 
to adjust claims growing out of the 
wreck
